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INTRODUCTION 


Rationale 

The beginnings of this programme go back to the year 2002 when it was 
suggested in the State Coordination Committee Meeting for West Bengal that 
instructional strategies be developed for the teaching of languages taught in the State. 
Hindi, English, Bengali and Oriya are generally taught in all the State government 
schools. Hence they should be taught properly, with enthusiasm, giving the students a 
feel that languages are not only for the classroom but beyond it. Language is for life, 
better the language; better the results of the communication taken place or currently 
taking place. This was necessary keeping in view the professional needs of teacher 
educators at the Primary level and language being so important a component; the 
strategies should be formulated to make the teaching of languages, including English, 
joyful, forceful and effective. The language competency of teachers can be developed 
to a large extent through reading and reflecting on his / her teaching, focusing specially 
on the language. 

There has been a shift in the teaching - learning process. From the teacher the 
focus has shifted to the student who is the most important person now in the classroom. 
Learners can and should make a greater contribution to what happens in their 
classrooms. This is all the more relevant in our country where teachers complain all the 
while about over crowded classrooms, inadequate facilities due to which they are not 
able to pay individual attention to the students, which thus remains only a theoretical 
phenomenon. We have to accept the fact that education has grown, has grown in our 
country, and with it there has been a surge in the number of students in all the schools 
of the country, resulting in classes becoming large, numerically at present. There are 
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other reasons that make a class large. Therefore, large classes have come to stay. Our 
strategies therefore have to be planned for such classes Different strategies may be 
required for different classes whereby students will be able to learn on their own, using 
reference skills, their study skills, or through activities. 

Working out the programme 

After having received the syllabuses from the West Bengal Government and the 
relevant textbooks we started planning the details of the programme. For English, the 
West Bengal Board follows textbooks provided by its bureau in all the classes. For 
Oriya it follows the books that are prescribed and being followed in Orissa. However, 
they lag behind by one year because the new textbook reaches them after the session 
has started We have discussed this matter administratively and steps will be taken by 
talking to both the governments so that the books are made available on time for the 
new session in Bengal. For Hindi and Bengali there arc no books prescribed by the 
Board as such. Different classes and different schools are permitted to use books by 
different authors provided they are within the syllabus and primary school students 
after completing the course come out with the required minimum levels of learning as 
suggested by the NCERT. 

Keeping these points in mind we discussed the textbooks in the department 
within the framework of the language syllabus supplied by the West Bengal 
government. This analysis was done only from the point of view on strategies and 
publications and no comments were made of the content of any of the books. At the 

initial level we identified the hard spots and core areas in language in all the language 
books. 
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Expert Committee Workshop 

For this purpose a two day expert committee meeting of resource persons and 
experts in the four languages from Bhubaneswar and Cuttack, the DESSH language 
faculty and four language teachers of the DM School was convened on 15 and 16 
October 2003. 

The focus of this workshop was 

1. To locate hard spots faced by the teachers in teaching the lesson and various 
teaching points. 

2. To find out the hard spots faced by the students in the languages they were 
learning in the schools. 

3. What were the core learning and difficult areas in different languages and 
different books? 

It is on this basis that instructional strategies would be worked out for different 
languages While it was agreed that some strategies may be common in all languages, 
most would be different in the languages under consideration. Even where the 
strategies may be the same the approach would have to be different. 

The Format 

Ensuing discussions suggested that the strategy may be brief, perhaps a module 
of 2/3 pages and should be practical and useful to the teacher present in the classroom. 
It was also agreed upon that each strategy of the module would cover: 

a. Area of learning difficulty 

\ 

b. Objectives 
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c. Teaching learning problems 

d. Methodology to overcome these difficulties and problems 

e. Activities, practice and evaluation 


The group suggested that focus should be on language as communication be it 
any language. Emphasis on learning has to be more rather than on teaching. Above all 
every language teacher has to realize that language teaching is not a content subject but 
a skill subject wherein the four skills of listening, speaking, reading and writing have 
to be developed and practiced through reflective thinking both on the part of the teacher 
and the students. Since this shift has been towards learner centred education it will 
require a proper coordination behveen the classrooms, the textbook and the language 
needs of the outside world. Incorporation of authentic material in the classroom would 
be a natural outcome. At times the icaoher will have to eo beyond language and into 
other areas to stress the point and importanec of language teaching. Learner cenlred 

would thus mean that it should respond to the langunge needs of the learner whalever 
form their needs might take. 

The language teacher 

The group therefore felt that a language teacher has to be well versed and alert 
to the realities of 

1. The importance of language in curricular and co curricular areas 

2. Implications, importance «id implementation of the 3 language ftnoula. 

3. Roles of different languages in our multi lingual countiy, 

4. Beeause of current educational thinking and research in language, language 
today has become task based. a«ivi,y orienred, and follows the participatory 
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mode of learning. The classroom teaching has to be integrated with the work a 
day world outside the classroom. In this context what will be the role of the 
language teacher in the teaching learning process? Basically, the language 
teacher has to motivate students to learn language through their joyful 
involvement and association and a sense of achievement with the language 
5. In a wider context language has to be viewed : 

As a means of communicating ideas 

As a means of social coordination 

As a means of expressing events, beliefs, desires 

Successful language learners 

At the same time language teachers would do well to be aware of the attributes 
of a good language learner. They can then plan their lessons, their strategies in advance 
and make the students use them for learning language creatively. Some of these may be 
listed as: 

Good language learners arc willing and accurate guessers. 

They have strong motivation to communicate. 

Successful language learners are often not inhibited. 

Good language learners are conscious of form. 

Good language learners repeat and practice. 

Good language learners monitor their own speech and that of others. 

Good language learners attend to meaning. 
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Language and language teaching 

Language teaching is no longer confined to the classroom or the textbooks but 
IS extended to students learning the language through the electronic, print and visual 
media Television and films teach our students a language, which they have never 
heard before, nor are they likely to use in future, perhaps. 

Attention was also drawn to the difference between home language and school 
language Jn West Bengal while some students may have Hindi as their mother tongue, 
all students have to learn Hindi as or language following the government policy. 
Focusing our attention on these issues we will then arrive at and resolve some of the 
problems m language teaching. 

Perhaps we may be more tolerant in evaluating the language of our students 
The assignments and other tests given to assess the students should take into account 
the impact of the outside world and where docs it converge with the classroom 
language This is important since the main task of the language teacher is to ensure that 
the student is using the accepted form of the language even when the teacher is not 
present, as in the market or at home. This gives an additional responsibility as the 
language teacher has a major role to play in all subjects whose content is in the 
language. These factors have to be borne in mind in the context of the multilingual 
situation obtaining in India. 

Strategies: Why? 

Language learning strategies give students a chance not to repeat understanding 
another point of view without questioning. This becomes relevant especially in terms of 
literature, e.g. stories such as Kahuliwala^ or Mini Ra Sahitya Sikhya or Jurmana or 
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The Diamond Necklace. Culture, its specificity, the point of view expressed in the 
stories of different languages mentioned above will give the students a particular area 
or topic to discuss positive aspects of literature with their friends and peers and can be a 
useful learning experience, provided through the strategies discussed. 

Group work, as has been pointed out, is the most commonly used strategy to get 
students to tell and talk to each other rather than falling asleep listening to some other 
student who seems to be fluent in that language. Group work takes away the initial 
hesitation of the shy student to talk, either in the mother tongue or in L2. 

Communication can become an interesting strategy through setting up of a 
reading board, and nowadays an interactive reading board. The board should be located 
where lots of students gather, may be near the library or the classroom. We can catch 
the readers’ attention by making it colourful. Apart from the decorated board itself, the 
title writing can be coloured or even the writing can be on coloured paper. Keep 
changing the material on the board every two weeks, informing the students in advance 
so that they can prepare their entries. Use students’ own writing and not necessarily 
cuttings from newspapers and pinning them on the board. Since we are talking about 
strategies of language learning in four different languages, the same board can serve all 
four languages. Neither is it useful nor desirable to support only one language on this 
board Such a combined writing board will highlight the roles of language in 
multilingual India and help communication since some of the of the ideas in all 
languages may be the same. We have personally tried this out in the DESSH,RIE, 
Bhubaneswar, and found it to be highly successful. Prema, we called it, and students 
took It as a project work that involved multi skills focusing on themes of interest rather 
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than specific language skills. In our experiment with the students we found the project 
was efTective when teachers relaxed control over the students and assumed the role of a 
guide or facilitator of language, of language learning. By having the students of four 
languages along with the respective language teachers, we will be creating net working 
among the students and teachers. This will be important not only for purposes of 
strategy but also give emotional and psychological support. In language learning it is 
important that all students of the class work together or m groups to see if students’ 
needs are being met. The positive aspect students may develop from the strategy of 
using an interactive reading board will be a shift of the students’ attitude from one of 
dismay and disappointment to one of enthusiasm and cooperation. 

Smile was also suggested as a teaching strategy. 

• Skill Oriented Learning : students learn to use language confidently through 
listening and speaking before they arc taught to read and write. 

• Multi sensory learner motivation : Games and activities involving all the senses 
better motivate the students to learn. 

* Intelligence building activities : The process of learning the language helps to 
develop students’ over all intelligence. 

» Long term memory storage : Music, movements, rhythm and rhyme help to fix 
the language in the students’ long term memory. 

* Exciting sketches • stories and games make learning languages fun. 
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Language Learning Strategies 

Before we go any further let us try to understand what is meant by language 
learning strategy The shift from teacher centred education to learner centred 
education, skill oriented and interactive learning sensitize the learner to construct his 
or her own knowledge, in this regard, language. What is meant that the learners are 
more likely to analyze the language elements than take other more traditional roadways 
of learning the language The learner plans his or her own strategy and uses them to 
learn the target language which ultimately enables him/ her to analyze and thus learn 
the language. The mam purpose is to make the learner aware of the strategy and how to 
use them in learning the language which ultimately lead him / her to internalize the 
(target) language. t 

Weinstein and Mayer (1986) define learning strategies as “behaviours and 
thoughts that a learner engages in during learning which arc intended to influence the 
learner’s encoding process”. Mayer (1988) further puts it as “behaviours of a learner 
that are intended to influence how the learner processes information”. Language 
learning strategies are rooted in cognitive science Having attracted the attention of 
researchers since 1980s, Oxford (1992-93) defines language-learning strategies as 
“specific actions, behaviours, steps or techniques that students (often intentionally) use 
to improve their progress in developing language skills These strategies are tools for 
self-directed involvement necessary for developing communicative ability”. Among 
other things Oxford has listed some key characteristics of language learning strategies, 
which are 

- self- directed learning 

- problem oriented 
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- it is not only cognitive; it is manifold 

- flexible 

■ autonomous 

■ influenced by many factors 

- expands the role of language teachers 

- they can be taught so that learner can be equipped 

- transfer of strategy from one language to another 
' conscious 

- choice in using strategies 

Simply put, strategies are the activities that take place which the learner attempts to 
learn the target language. 

Language learning strategies help the students learn the language in many ways, 

such as 

1- Simplincation 

Learners seek to ease the burden of learning in various ways. In simplification 
the learner tries to control the range of possibilities and predictions at a particular stage. 
By such a limitation language patterns are easy to produce and will facilitate 

communication Ellis (1986) concludes that simplification is both a learning as well as 
a production strategy 

2. Inferencing 

Whatever the appropriate language rotes that cannot be sueeessfully derived by 
means of transfer or overgene,alizat,on of existmg intelanguage knowledge, flte 
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learner will need to infer the rule from the input. Carton (1971) has categorized 
mferencing into three types of cues: 

Intralingual - cues that have been derived from the morphological and syntactic 
regularity of L2. 

Interlingual - cues derived from loans between languages where similar forms are 
hypothesized. 

Extralingual or contextual - cues based on regularities in the objective world which 
make predictions possible. 

Students use the prior language i.e. LI and existing L2 language to arrive at the 
total which the language learner will use. 

Communication Strategies which demand our attention today are conscious 
attempts by the learner to solve problems faced by him /her while producing an 
utterance. They can be considered as a particular kind of plan which is activated when 
the initial plan cannot be carried out. Listed below are the types of communication 
strategies by Faerch and Kasper (1981) ’ 
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Communication Strategics

These are attempts to do a\\'ay with a 
problem. They involve the learner 
giving up part of the original 
communicative goals.

Language learning strategies are used by all language learners consciously or 
sub consciously. The main aim is to learn skills of language to produce sentences to 
serve the purpose of communication. If the language learning strategies are directed 
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properly and sludcnls arc made aware of ihc strategics that could be utilized for 
learning, language learning is facilitated. 

Teachers would do well to advocate these strategies to the students and insist on 
their using them deliberately. This would lead the learner to think critically along with 
the four skills of language. 

Language learning strategies also give autonomy for the learner to be a 
constructor of language / knowledge. 

Activities like group work, pair work and role-play will enable the learner to 
employ strategies specially in speaking fluently by the teacher acting as a facilitator for 
language learning by providing more and more opportunities

Language and Culture 

Since this programme dealt with four languages and keeping in mind the multi 
lingual and multicultural aspects of our country it may not be out of place to see how 
language is related to culture. Language is an inevitable part of culture (Fishman) 
Ceremonies, rituals, singing, stories etc that are the staple of many of these books are 
all speech acts and speech events. Socialization, education, negotiation also deal with 
language. Language is therefore not only part of culture but a major and crucial part 
Languages also reveal the basis of thinking or of organizing experiences that have 
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commonality in associated cultures. Above all, language also reveals the native culture 
such as colour, relationships, food etc. 


Since language is the most elaborate symbol system of human kind it is no 
wonder that particular language become symbolic of particular ethno culture in which 
they are embedded. Language movements and language conflicts utilize language as 
symbols to mobilize populations to defend and to foster the culture associated with 
them 


In the books provided to us in Bengali, Hindi and Oriya all these three points of 
culture have been highlighted and have been dealt with in the strategies developed by 
us. It should be realized that whereas the emphasis is on Indian culture we should not 
forget that eve^' part of the country and every hamlet or village has its own culture. 
This is known as landskunde (area culture). However, the fusion of all this cuts across 
the state boundaries to give a pan Indian culture. Thus, for example a teacher of Hindi 
can teach Bengali keeping the two cultures in mind for his own benefit and in the 
process benefiting his/her students 

When language becomes international such as English it cannot be bound to any 
one culture. 

Writing Instructional Strategies 19 -23 Jan 2004 

With this background the mam workshop for writing the instructional strategies 
in Oriya, Bengali, Hindi and English was convened from 19-23 January 2004. The 
Government deputed 25 resource persons from West Bengal representing these 
languages. We had asked them to come prepared with a list of their own difficulties in 
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leaching as well as ihc difficulties faced by their students in classes V, VI and Vll We 
had also asked them to bring the textbooks that they were teaching in their PTTIs. 

After the formal welcome, Dr. S.K. Jana, Academic Consultant and Expert of 
the \\'est Bengal Board of Primary Education elaborated as to what and how he wanted 
teachers from his state to achieve and perform. As language teachers, he wished that his 
teachers become competent in all the four language skills and be able to communicate 
after due thinking. He suggested that this may please be kept in mind and may form the 
leading point while developing the instructional strategies for books in these classes. 
As an administrator, he infomied us about the selection of books by the West Bengal 
Board of Primary Education. While the books for classes I - IV are the same 
ever) where in Bengal, different schools use different books for classes V, VI and VII, 
books published by different private publishers. However, he pointed out that the 
syllabus and the textbooks supplied by the Board should serve as a guideline for the 
workshop. Prof. Jana said that these instructional strategics would be used by all 
teachers of PTl'ls and should be useful for them all. Therefore simple language should 
be used in conveying the strategy. He also asked the resource persons and participants 
to bear in mind the infrastructure considerations and practical conditions under which a 
teacher in West Bengal has to operate 

Approach Papers in Hindi, English, Oriya and Bengali 

Having thus prepared the ground the approach papers in Hindi, Oriya, Bengali 
and English were presented by the respective Resource persons of the RJE Language 
being of importance in itself, more so in our country where it touches emotional 
strings, plenty of interaction followed. Different views were expressed forcefiilly. 
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Reacting to these points the Programme Coordinator, Prof. VK Sunwani replied 
that most of these issues had been taken care of in the main approach paper and in the 
working schedule for the next five days. He reassured the participants and resource 
persons from West Bengal that he was confident that the work will be a fruitful and 
useful exercise. 

Principal’s keynote address 

Prof MA Khader, Principal, RIE, in his address expressed happiness at the 
interest shown by the Government of -West Bengal for this programme which was 
apparent by the large number of participants present. Prof Khader insisted that a good 
communicator is a good teacher, and so a good teacher has to be fluent in his/her 
communication, be a good communicator. In a multilingual country like India, Prof 
Khader said, every language has its own importance and role to play. It is time we 
explored the usefulness and impact of one language over the other, he suggested, Me 
asked the august gathering to devote some time to the relationship between language 
and thought which Chomsky had initiated and refined by Wittengeinstein, Vygotsky 
and others and most recently by Steven Pinker Prof Khader was of the view strategies 
are used daily by teachers to maintain quality of education, and quality of language 
education. Therefore attention has to be paid to strategies for maintaining language 
programmes in the government schools of West Bengal, in this case. The teacher’s role 
assumes greater responsibility among other things, for out of this thinking and 
reflection ideas emerge which may help in developing and renewal of the curriculum. 
The teacher can also help by conducting action research in language by his/her 
teaching Teachers will benefit immensely by working with school administrators, and 
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colleagues, who may also be fluent in other languages. All this, he said could be 
subsumed under the area of reflection, A good teacher reflects on his / her teaching and 
tries to improve from one class to the next. 

These deliberations have served as the keynote address for the programme, said 
Ms. Shampa Das, assuring the Principal and the participants that we will keep the 
points in mind while thinking and writing the strategies. She thus proposed the formal 
vote of thanks in Bengali, which concluded the inaugural session. 

Working in language groups 

The workshop then got under way. Participants were divided according to the 
language(s) they were representing. With each group were a resource person from the 
RIE, two external resource persons from Colleges of Education or Utkal University and 
a language teacher from our own DM School. Discussions in different language groups 
look place with enthusiasm. Theories were talked about, how to put them in practice 
were thought of, books were analysed; all with a seriousness of purpose Briefly, the 
following points emerged for each language: 

Hindi 

It was pointed out that the problems of teaching Hindi in Bengai were very 
different from those of teaching Hindi m Orissa, Local specific strategies would have to 
be prepared within the general ftamework of problems faced by the non-speaker of 
Hindi We should keep our feet firmly on the ground and refrain from raiking about 
aio-fato- things in collcuial Hindi, as is generally done, making f„„ of the language 

Strategies for teaching Hindi in Bengal will have to be so developed that they are easy 
to implement and practice. 
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The role of Hindi as the national language of our country also needs adequate 
emphasis to promote the sense of oneness, a sense of integration, even in non-Hindi 
speaking states. These would all be based on the books received by us from the West 
Bengal government. We were also informed that the government of West Bengal is in 
the process of revising its books and therefore the strategies should be such that they 
should be practicable and applicable to the new books which should be available in the 
market shortly. 

A very important point which is common to most regional Indian languages was 
that why do the students fail in the mother tongue. Also why do 20% of the students get 
marks within 30% in the mother tongue 

Strategies in Hindi should be so suggested that with the given techniques they 
can be used by all the teachers of the PTTIs including those who have not been able to 
attend this workshop. 

An awareness for education built up throughout the state on skill based teaching 
in languages may be emphasized and practiced 

Common errors in Hindi were discussed in detail and listed minutely. 
Simultaneously strategies, with activities that would accompany them were also 
thought about so that students and teachers do not commit the error. Steps were 
suggested to remove such errors as far as practicable. 
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Orija 

In Orissa the textbooks have been changed many times during the past few 
years. This has not been the ease in West Bengal. As a case in point books currently 
being used in West Bengal were those used in Orissa a year ago. This is mainly an 
administrative issue and can be resolved with a dialogue between the two governments 
concerned. 

The problem the Oriya teacher faces m Bengal is one of environment The ^vo 
languages have their own identity and their own cultures. This tends to be a hindrance 
in the state of West Bengal. Teachers of both languages will have to be pragmatic in 
their approach The problem of the Oriya script can be overcome to a large e.xtent by 
the use of proper teaching aids or teacher made teaching materials relevant to their own 
unique situations. Similarly, the uniqueness of Orissan culture can be highlighted 
through proper use of teaching aids and screening of relevant films developed by the 
SICT, Orissa, and the Ministry of Tourism Perhaps this difficulty has arisen due to the 
fact that we may not have been able to insist on language as communication. Or wc 
ma) not have been able to motivate Oriya students in West Bengal in an integrative 
fashion. In such cases we have to care for the linguistic minority speakers at all times. 
Because of the atmosphere and the prevalent culture in this state, the time to teach the 
same books in Orissa is sufficient, but this is not so in West Bengal for the reasons 
mentioned. Such a constraint also hinders the teacher to complete the Oriya courses of 
studies in West Bengal.

Bengali 

The mam problem pointed out by the group was that of dropouts The 
economic condition of the people is largely responsible for this. It also carries the hint 
that a solution for creating a good education system lies elsewhere and not necessarily 
in the classroom. Tliat is a larger and an altogether different issue Our concern so 
far as strategies is that they should be so developed as to help retention of the students 
in the classes Perhaps we can achieve this through the students’ meaningful 
engagement and permanent learning of Bengali Bengali children have to feel the 
sense of achievement in learning Bengali, not only the language but also its rich 
literature. The group suggested Bengali language learning both in terms of competence 
and correctness as well as the essential and useful, making them a part of the outside 
world where they will spend most of their adult lives. 


English 

In recent years much has been talked about activity based learning, group 
and pair work, role-play etc However, m reality only some of these are practiced in 
the more forward schools Generally, English is taught through Bengali as elsewhere in 
the country where the teacher resorts to the regional language or mother tongue In 
spite of much criticism on the grammar translation method, it continues to be in vogue 
This method then deserves a second and a more penetrating look 

The approach to English has to become reflective. English is used for a period 
of 45 minutes only in the school and nowhere else, neither at home nor in social 
dealings. Further, the first generation learners require different books. Perhaps this 
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dilTiciilty can be overcome with a functional approach utilizing the comiminicalivc 
methods with meaningful drills in chorus and individually where necessary and 
possible. There should be judicious use of the mother tongue, not too much of it. 

So far as pronunciation is concerned the aim of every Indian is not to speak like 
a native speaker of English but to speak the educated variety of Indian English. The 
m)lh of native speaker as the only valid and reliable source of language data has to be 
dropped since much of the world’s verbal communication takes place by means of 
language that may not be the user’s mother tongue. 

The teaching of English should generate the feeling that it is not only for the 
classroom but also for life. The books presently used in West Bengal ensure this by 
having selected the right kind of materials that also help in the inculcation of values. 
Wc may enforce the provision of English particularly for the underprivileged to bring 
about an awareness of English among them They also have the right to know what 
advantages it can lead them on to. That the English book for class V used in West 
Bengal adopts a bilingual approach makes things easier for such students, who 
approach English with yet a bit of hesitation The consciousness that emerges is that 
the teacher should focus on form during the early stages and for meaningful 
communication perhaps later, and that also in all the four languages. 

Context and Corrections 

It may be more efficient for teachers to focus on form during and for 
meaningful interaction Teacher student interaction can be operationalised as corrective 
feedback on errors during communicative interaction and also as a focus on language 
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teachers as opporlunilics arise during content-based lessons Such interaction provides 
limclj language support, and reduces ambiguity by giving relevant and helpful 
information about language. Rather than correcting forms through recasts and explicit 
correction, feedback techniques that provide signals that actively engage students by 
assisting them to draw on what they already know are to be preferred. 

Teachers can also engage their students in the negotiation of form by eliciting 
synonjms, antonyms, precise terms, spelling and pronunciation. By providing feedback 
in this way during meaningful interaction in subject matter lessons or in thematically 
contextualised language lessons, teachers do not undermine the expression of meaning 
yet provide students with opportunities to notice, in unambiguous ways, relevant form- 
function links in language teaching 

Presentations 

Half way through the workshop brief presentations were made in the four 
languages to check if we were proceeding on the right lines. Further, the whole group 
could provide suggestions, which may be useful for others For instance, suggestions 
for strategies in Hindi may be useful for teaching Oriya or any other language. The 
modules could then be of better merit and useful to all language teachers. The 
presentations were thus improved and modified after suggestions received 

All in 5 days 

After these mid way presentations for course correction if necessary, group 
work and writing of strategies continued in all the different languages Time was also 
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given for going lo the litirary and for consulting books In adclilion, some relevant 
material on strategics was photocopied and supplied to the participants. 

The participants worked hard in their groups and developed strategics in their 
language and area of difficulty. It is a moot question worth pondering that students who 
are reluctant in learning these languages in the classroom, when they leave school and 
join the outside world of work they acquire mastery over these languages and arc able 
to communicate fluently It thus gives us scope to notice that all legional languages are 
growing in our country, which is a very good omen indeed. At the same lime English 
may no longer be regarded as a foreign language but as one of the languages used in 
our country. Apart from being a regional language, Hindi is also the national language. 
Thus It is much more than a regional language. It may thus be observed that many a 
major language in one state becomes a minor language m another state. However in the 
different state it continues lo be a major language in the area where it is widely used. 
For instance, Oriya is a major language in Orissa but it becomes a minor language m 
West Bengal Much is also true of oilier languages. Orij’a is a major language in Orissa 
but it becomes a minor language in adjoining Madhya Pradesh. However, it becomes a 
major language in the Oriya basti of Bhopal of the infamous Union Carbide Case. It is 
therefore heartening to note that regional languages are growing richer and with vigour 
and we have to respect each other’s language along with English, whose position is 
firm, yet in doldrums depending on the society and the ruling coalition. 
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Mission accomplished: Participants’ reactions 

The final presentations were made on 23 January 2004, the last day of the 
workshop. Given below is the total number of strategies developed during this 5 day 
period. 

English 10 

Oriya 16 

Hindi 9 

Bengali 25 

All the pariieipants and resource persons expressed satisfaction at the conduct 
of the workshop and expressed the view that they had benefited from the experience 
thus gained and looked forward to a follow-up action. They were assured that shortly 
the strategies would be edited and finalized and a copy of the report will be sent to all 
authorities concerned. The participants expressed the view that our language teachers 
were also avid language learners, which is very fortunate indeed All our languages arc 
robust and alive in India and will continue to do so along with English, was the general 
opinion e.xpressed. 

Very senior people from West Bengal had been involved in the workshop. 
Consultants, professors, lecturers, national awardee teachers who added grandeur and 
aura to it. It is their dedicated work which generated lot of discussion and warmth, and 
their love for language which helped us meet the target and the dead line Participants 
expressed their feelings in word, song and music. The Consultant, Dr. SK Jana was 
very pleased with the outcome of the workshop and the strategies thus developed 
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Tlic Summiiij' iip 

Tlic Principal, Prof. MA Khadcr said that after hearing some of the 
presentations and the strategies it seems we had achieved the objectives we had set out 
to achieve May not be fully, but very substantially in languages as different as Oriya, 
Hindi. Bengali and English. He was happy that the strategies made were well received 
in areas of difficulty w'here they should be filling a much-required need Prof. Khader 
said that the participation of experts and resource persons from West Bengal had given 
them a sense of ownership He was sure that the workshop had empowered all the 
participants who would discuss these strategies with colleagues and administration for 
successful implementation. We have empowered you, now you have to empower your 
language, he said. He advised the participants to be pragmatic in their approaches and 
guide the students to make active and enthusiastic use of the strategies which will also 
cover relevant areas of value development, environment protection and reflective 
thinking

Approach Paper 


The importance of languages in the school curriculum needs no emphasis It is 
essential for the make up of the personality of a person, beginning right from the 
primary stage. Language helps us sustain life long literacy which is itself subsumed in 
lifelong learning. Many are the innovations which have taken place in language 
teaching and innovations are the key to progress in solving problems specially in 
creating a literate society. 

Language teachers have to be made more confident and comfortable in what 
the\ teach the students and how they do it. Language has to be taught in the context, 
role and importance of other languages of the school, of the society, of the school 
subjects, of the home, and of the environment. Therefore, language forms an integral 
part of the social, moral and cultural development of the child 

It is in this context that the West Bengal Government has requested this 
programme on “Development of Instructional strategies (in English, Hindi, Oriya and 
Bengali) at upper primary stage (Classes - V, VI and VII) for PTTI’s” The objectives 
of this workshop will be : 

i) to develop Instructional strategies in the languages based on the language 
syllabus and books at the upper primary level of West Bengal, 
li) to make the strategies activity oriented and task based, 
ni) to formulate such strategies so as to make the teaching and learning of 
language a joyful experience. 
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Keeping these objectives in view, in these 5 days we hope to frame new 
instructional strategies for language teaching incorporating the latest advances in the 
light of current educational thinking and researches in language. Language teaching 
today IS a task based, activity oriented and follows participatory mode of learning. 
Hence the accent will be on skills rather than language as content Further, language 
teaching has to be taught more seriously, more professionally, based on educationally 
sound principles. 

Suggested methodology to be followed will mchtde : 

1. Critical analysis of textbooks in each of the languages (Oriya, English, 
Bengali, Hindi) being used in Classes - V, VI and VII in primary schools of 
West Bengal. 

2 To list different core areas of difficulty. 

3. To identify the hardspots in the textbooks felt by the teacher and by the 
students. 

4. Develop enrichment materials and instructional strategics on the areas 
identified through group work. 

We hope to cover all the books in all the languages during these five days. At 
the end of the workshop we should be able to present instructional strategies m draft 
form for the teacher and activities for students which may be used by the PTTIs in West 
Bengal. This may make the teaching and learning of languages an interesting and Joyful 
experience with full participation of the students and teachers.

Area of Learning Difficulty : Pronunciation 

Pronunciation plays a pivotal role in English language teaching hence it should 
be well integrated with the language course. English being taught as a second 
language, difficulties in pronunciation hinder the fluency and communication skill of 
the students. Hence teachers should give sufficient practice in listening and speaking in 
order to improve the pronunciation of the learners. 

Objectives: 

• Help the students in using the proper organs of speech while articulating 
sounds. 

• Make them pronounce the sounds of English correctly. 

• Illustrate the distinction between vowels and diphthongs in English 

• Distinguish the consonant sounds in English and its close equivalents in the 
mother tongue. 

• Provide intensive practice in such sounds which are greatly influenced by 
the mother tongue. 

• Make the students use the difficult sounds in words and in continuous 
speech. 

Teaching learning problems: 

• Students do not receive model/ correct pronunciation 

• Teacher’s inability to articulate some of the sounds correctly 

• Sounds which greatly come under the impact of the mother tongue are not 

identified by the teacher 
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. Lack of effort and interest on the part of the teacher to improve the 
pronunciation of the students. 

• Sufficient time not being allotted to practice the sounds. 

• Since the oral skill of the learners is not evaluated in the examination, there 
is little interest on the part of the learners and the teachers in improving this 

skill. 

Strategy : 

• Exposure to correct pronunciation. 

• Practice sounds in isolation, in words and phrases and in continuous speech. 

• Learn the sounds by imitating the teacher. 

• Incorporating oral drills, activities and games. 

• English sounds demonstrated in contrast with the sounds in the mother 
tongue. 

• Individual and choral activities. 

Activity and Practice: 

1. Develop students’ ability to distinguish two sounds. Two groups of sounds 
which are usually mispronounced and very often confused can be practiced in 
the class. The teacher will give two groups of words to be practiced in the class. 
The teacher will loudly pronounce the words followed by the students.

GRAMMAR 


Many teachers seem to be under the misconception that grammar is not taken 
care of in the functional communicative approach. As we go through the text we realize 
that there are a large number of grammar and vocabulary e.verclses incorporated at the 
end of the lessons as well as in the revision lessons. We notice that these exercises are 
different from those that we have been accustomed to in the past We do not find any 
instance where the student has to use grammar or a vocabulary item in an isolated 
context. 

The syllabus is functional. That is, the functions expressed by certain phrases, 
grammatical structures and forms are more important than the phrases/ structures 
themselves. 

'flic students of class V need no extra grammar class or textbook, but if wc do 
fed that some clarification of a certain ‘usage’ is essential, we arc at liberty to do so 
What we should remember is the fact that it is the constant use of the language that is 
more important than learning how to define a noun or an adjective. Self-correction and 
discussion of common mistakes with the cooperation of the students should be 
encouraged and practised 

In this module, we talk about different aspects of teaching Present Indefinite 
tense. Present progressive tense and Present Perfect tense to the students. 
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Objectives 

1. Students can tdentify different tenses. 

2 Students make use of tenses in oral/ written form. 

3 Students use the tenses in a meaningful context. 

4. Students are able to distinguish between the tenses. 

Teaching - learning problems 

1. Teachers themselves lack the conceptual clarity in the usage of lenses. 

2. They have a tendency to formally teach different tenses as isolated grammar 
items and neglect the provision for teaching through the context 

3. Parts of speech are emphasized instead of word classes. 

4. They fail to locate the scope of functional grammar in the text. 

5 They do not provide sufficient and relevant examples for conceptual clarity 
in the students. 

6 They do not give enough scope for practice 

7. Students’ response in the learning of grammatical items is poor due to 
psychological factors 


Strategies 

1. The teacher identifies the relevant portions of the text that contains the 
scope for functional grammar 
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1 '[’lie icachcr frames small iniercsling sentences on the grammatical concepts 
of different variations of tenses 

3 The teacher presents these sentences on the blackboard and asks relevant 
questions for clarification 

4 . The teacher plans further activities for more practice. 

5. Individual and group activities 

6 Use of teaching aids to stimulate the students and to make the teaching¬ 
learning process attractive. 


Activities 

1. To develop students’ concept of simple present tense, a picture-word 
matching chart is prepared (lesson 4 and 5) 

2 A ladder chart on Present Progressive or continuous tense is prepared to 
give the students scope for choosing the right words from the three 
staircases They use these words to organize different sentences in present 
progressive In this activity whether the students are able to realize subject- 
verb agreement (i e. - / with am, you with are, He with is) is also being 
tested This activity can be used in both the presentation and application 
stage for lesson 9. 
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3. There are piciiires of three fruits. Within the mango, banana and apple, 
different words arc jumbled. The students have to select words to organic 
sentences. This perfect tense exercise is based on lesson no. 9. 

4. This circle chart can be used both in the presentation and application stage. 
But it is better to use this chart at the very end of the presentation stage. 
Then the option will be open. But if this exercise is tried at the evaluation 
stage, then the options will be closed. 

There can be numerous types of exercises and activities on this topic based on 
4, 5 and 9. The usage of these will expose the students to the area of joyful, activity- 
based learning and the purpose of ‘minimum teaching and maximum learning’ will be 
fulfilled. 

Value - Education 

Even through the teaching of tenses, values can be instilled in the children. The 
concept of helping others, keeping the environment clean, maintaining discipline in the 
classroom etc can be illustrated during the teaching of tenses 

Example : Children are helping their mother. 

Rita cleans her room every day etc. 

Another grammar activity on word class can be provided with the students of 
upper classes, viz. 
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The word 'Round' can belong to any of the five word classes depending on the 


grammatical context. 


Adjective : 

Rcba bought a round table. 

Preposition : 

The bus goes round the corner. 

Verb : 

The boat will round the island soon. 

Adverb 

The boy walked round the cage of the lion 

Noun : 

Try to hit the mark, it’s now your round 


A language syllabus must have a structural component, a functional component 
and a third component where ‘the language is used instrumentally in real life activities’ 
(Stern 1983). We should not forget to take into consideration all these three aspects. 
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SPELLING 


Reading and writing have long been thought of as complementary skills. To 
read is to recognize and interpret written language. To write is to plan and produce 
language for reading. It is widely accepted that being able to write, or at least being 
able to spell 

Objectives : 

i Students spell different words and sounds correctly. 

ii. Students know the difference of spelling between words which J 
sound almost alike. 

iii. Students can realize the causes which control the different rules of 
spelling. 

iv. Students understand that a subtle difference of spelling can change 
the whole meaning.

Teaching - learning problems 

i. Children are often taught to read but without any formal tutoring in 
spelling as it is largely considered as an automatic skill. 

ii “It will be picked up” is the sort of attitude of parents and teachers 
alike 

iii. Teachers’ as well as students’ lack of awareness regarding linguistic 
structure and a good visual memory in order to handle the exceptions 
to the regular pattern. 
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iv. Dewey worked out that in English there are 13.7 spellings per sound, 
but only 3.5 sounds per letter. To be a good speller, we need to have 
both phonological awareness and visual alertness. Poor spellers lack 
this double skill, viz. ocular and auditory. 

Strategies/Activities 

i. Continuous drilling in chorus, in groups and individually in the 
sphere of different sound realizations of the same alphabet 
(particularly vowels). 

ii. Different language games to train up students through joyful 
learning in the area of ocular and auditory skills. 

iii. Dividing students of the class into two different groups to ask them 
to spell correctly some words and thus creating a healthy 
competition. 

iv. Asking the students to spell words correctly and to write them in 
their exercise books. Continuously supervising the task and 
correcting spelling. 
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TEACHING - LEARNING OF READING SKILL 

The emphasis on reading in the English textbook of class V is deliberate, Our 
students need to read and understand English more and more as they get older. TIic 
emphasis here is on silent and extensive reading rather than on intensive reading though 
some intensive reading is also to be encouraged 

Students should learn to guess the meaning of new words from the context. 
Where they are unable to do so, teachers’ help may be sought. A dictionary' may also be 
kept on the teachers’ table for those who would like to refer to it Vocabtilaiy' exercises 
have also been devised to help the students to guess the meanings in context. Since this 
is what adult teachers normally do when reading, this habit has to be inculcated among 
our young readers. 

Explanation and translation of a reading material by us arc totally discouraged 
in the functional communicative approach. The students should be taught to become 
independent readers and learn to help themselves. The information transfer exercises 
following a reading unit, which the students fail to tackle individually or in groups, will 
enable the teacher check on their ability to comprehend a piece of reading material and 
help the teacher to discuss their problems 

There are also lessons where the students are made aware of the importance of 
improving their speed in reading and ability to look for specific information quickly 
and also predict what is in the text. 

Objectives 

1 . Student is able to read with correct speed, rhythm, 
ii Student can read with clarity 
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iii Student reads with comprehension, for factual and global information. 

iv. Student reads the passage and will be able to answer short - answer type 
questions. 

V. Students reads the passage and writes short, simple sentences. 

vi. Student locates and guesses the meanings of some difficult words in a given 
context. 

Teaching learning problems 

i. Sometimes teacher himself/ herself does not read properly. 

ii. Students are not sufficiently exposed to reading materials. 

iii. Teacher himself is not able to divide the reading material into different 
groups. 

iv. Teacher cannot introduce proper situations that help the students anticipate 
and predict the content of the passage to be read. 

V. Teacher does not develop meaning for the text in cooperation with the 
students by eliciting a variety of answers from them. 

vi. Teacher does not encourage self pacing amongst students. 

vii. Since there is as much irregularity in the spelling of English words as there 
is regularity and since one letter of the alphabet may be used to represent 
different sounds (especially in the case of vowels) the phonic approach 
matters. For example the vowel ‘a’ has different realizations in different 
words and this might confuse the learners, so it is best to make the learners 
aware of the fact at every stage. 

viii. The vowels and consonants pose a problem. The basic reason for the 
problem is that some sounds do not exist in our mother tongues or that they 
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arc not quite the same as the sounds that exist in our language. Actually the 
problems in the skill of pronunciation and reading arc identical in most of 
the cases. 


Strategies 

i To help the students become independent readers gradually, 
ii. To provide information transfer exercises following a reading unit. 

iii To ask the students a number of very simple questions for the 
comprehension of the passage and even the teacher may help the students in 
giving the answer. 

iv Skimming may be promoted to increase students* reading - speed 

V. Offering different types of reading passages (viz. newspaper, telegram, bank 
form etc.). If there are instructions of how to comprehend such various types 
of passages/ forms, students may be asked to fill them up. 
vi Providing students with rich reading material just for pleasure 
vii. To help the students know the meaning of words in particular conte.\ts. 

Activities 

1, Language Games 

After the teacher has read the following words in the order written on the black¬ 
board two or three times, the students may be asked to write the number of the words in 
their copies as the teacher reads out the words in any order

social duties, science and technology for 

a. Scanning and answering short questions.

d. Recognizing similarities/ differences in the central thought of more than 
one passage. 

e. Following the structure of a passage / the interrelationship of ideas and 
the development of a theme / an argument. 

f. Making simple inferences about the content of a passage or passages/ 
inferring the meaning in context of individual words/passages. 

ii. Reading about problems, solutions, processes, classifications, arguments etc 
for 

a. Filling in charts demanding information transfer. 

b. Drawing flow charts of processes. 

c. Classifying in the form of a chart.

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VOCABULARY 


Learners are expected to acquire a working vocabulary of approximately 1500 
new words during the upper primary stage and during lower primary stage it may be 
of about a 800 - 1100 words. (Ref. ‘Guidelines and Syllabi for primary and upper 
primary stage) The new vocabulary items should be appropriate to, and consistent with 
themes and sub - themes reflected in the materials and suited to the learner’s 
experiential and cognitive range, and their communication needs. It is really 
difficult for an English teacher to help his pupils of class V learn new vocabulary items. 
So the teacher should know different scientific techniques or methods for the 
development of the students’ vocabulary. Drilling is of utmost importance both in the 
case of active control (recall and production) and passive control (recognition and 
comprehension). 

The objectives of teaching vocabulary at class V 

I. Students are able to listen and understand the words used m the lesson 

ii. Students speak the words loudly with correct pronunciation. 

III. Students read the identified words in isolation and also in a sentence, 
iv Students write the lexical items correctly, (spelling etc.)

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HANDWRITING 


Every one has a different handwriting. In a writing system the smallest unit is 
the grapheme. It is the cause of contrast in meaning. In the English alphabet, the change 
from ‘go’ to ‘do’ is due to two different graphemes, i.e. g and d, other graphemes 
are various marks of punctuations. 

The parameters of size, Layout, Line directions, Connection, Temporal features. 
Regularity, Letterforms, Angles, and Shading should be taken into account in the 
teaching - learning of handwriting. 

There are five important qualities for good handwriting. They are : 

• distinctiveness (each letter should have a characteristic form of its own); 

• simplicity (the letters should have no unnecessary parts proportionate); 

• uniformity (uniform in size); 

• spacing (equal space between the letters in a words, the words in a line 
and the lines in a page); 

• speed (writing at a reasonable speed) 

Proper posture 

The grip over the pen should be about 13 inches away from the writer. The 
teacher can then easily tune home the paper and the eyes.

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Area of Learning Difficulty : (Grammar Sub - Skill) 


Our concept of ‘grammar’ has radically been changed in recent years. We don’t 
consider that grammar should provide guidelines or be a guide to what should be said 
or written Rather, we believe that it should aim at finding out what is actually said or 
written by those who use the language as their mother tongue or in different countries. 
We should not forget that English is very much a living language It is changing its 
grammar and corpus very often, has become flexible in countries of its adoption and is 
a ver>' accommodating language. 

Grammar is of real help if it is taught inductively. Grammar lessons should 
never run in advance of the reading lessons ; rather they should emerge out of and go 
hand in hand with the reading lessons In teaching English grammar / grammatical 
structures in the elementary stage what methods to follow will be determined by the 
area one is teaching and the intellectual level of the pupils. A little thinking about what 
should be taught in the first form or class and what should be postponed for a little later 
stage w'ould always ensure success for the teacher. The teacher should make use of 
concrete lively situations through joyful activities in order to fulfil the objectives of 
teaching, that is, to produce effective learning output. Effective teaching always 
demands teacher’s Imagination and resourcefulness Any super highway of method/ 
strategy may be suggested by the methodologist, but which technique to adopt to teach 
a particular grammatical item is entirely the teacher’s business.

Students are exposed to rhymes and action songs to enjoy the sounds of the 
English language. When they sing with action, they develop love and Interest towards 
the language. Gradually the students make a transition from action songs/ rhymes to 
the world of poetry. In fact, action songs/ rhymes develop a taste for poetry introduced 
at the higher class. 

Poetry is a piece of literature which help pupils to enjoy reading. It develops the 
aesthetic sense in the students, so that they can express themselves beautifully in 
English. It is poetry that cultivates the faculty of imagination and develops the sense of 
appreciation It is through poetry, the students appreciate rhymes and rhythm of 
language. At the end of the poem under study every student acquires the virtues dealt 
with in the poem. Thus the poetry lesson has implications for value education 

Objectives ; To help pupils improve the four language skills. 
a) General Objectives 

help the pupils comprehend the poem, 
help the pupils appreciate the poet’s thought and use of language 
help the pupils enjoy the poem through rhythm and diction, 
help them enhance their imagination. 
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b) Specific Objectives 

- to help the pupils describe the activities of the fairy in the poem 

- To help them express in their own words how the fairy changed her mind and i 
attitude. 

- To help students create an imaginary situation where a fairy goes shopping fot 
things of her choice. 

- To make the students point out the rhyming words used in the poem. 

- To help the students recite the poem and enjoy its text and sound. 

Teaching Learning Problems: 

1. Teachers often do not understand the poem and fail to analyse it from 
different points of view. 

2. Teachers often paraphrase the poem instead of helping pupils to enjoy and 
appreciate the poem. 

3. Teachers fail to devise activities to involve pupils and make them actively 
participate in the process. 

4. Teachers pay less attention to appreciation questions and thus cultivate the 
pupils’ imagination. 

5. Teachers fail to distinguish between the different types of questions such 
as: 

comprehension questions 
appreciative questions 
teaching questions 
testing questions 
global and specific questions 
probing questions. 
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6 Teachers often fail to recite the poem properly - a good recitation sets 
the mood and atmosphere of the class. 

Strategy 

Method 

1. The poem will be divided into sense units. 

2. Each sense unit shall be again divided into sub-sense units. 

3. For each sub-sense unit different types of questions will be developed 
for comprehension, appreciation and imagination. 

4. Activities for students for developing writing and value - inculcation. 

The whole approach is mentioned in brief : 

Steps : 

i) Introduction : The teacher employs a specific technique to introduce the text 

ii) Preparation ; The teacher will ask specific questions which will enable 

students to guess the topic of the day’s lesson to be taught 
Hi) Presentation : The teacher will present a model recitation of the poem Then 
he/she will divide the poem into units and recite them. This will 
be followed by the students who will recite the whole poem. 
Lastly, the teacher asks different types of questions thereby 
directly involving the pupils in development of the lesson. 


Activity and Practice: 

The teacher now begins teaching the text, concentrating on the first four lines 
of stanza one (i.e the first sub - unit). Again, the teacher recites the aforesaid unit and ' 
asks some comprehension questions : 
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a. Who went to the market ? 

b. What did she buy there ? 

c. Where did she put it ? 

d. Where was the crystal bowl ? 

Next the teacher asks some appreciative questions to the pupils : 

a. What was the size of the fish ? 

b. Which word suggests that the fish was small ? 

Further, the teacher puts forward certain imaginative questions : 

a. Where do we store fishes for pleasure ? 

b. What things / objects are there in it ? 

The teacher likewise, proceeds to the next sub - unit (i e. the next four 1 
stanza one) following the same process. 

Comprehension questions: 

a Why did the fairy sit for an hour ? 

b Why did she take the fish out of the bowl ? 

c. Where did she release the fish 

Appreciation Questions: 

a Which word implies that the bowl was clear and made of glass 
b Which word suggests that the fish was shining inside the bowl ? 

Imaginative Questions : 

a How does a fairy look like ? 
b. At what time does the fairy get busy ? 
c Where does a fairy live ? 
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The icachcr now asks a specific question, not asked before, to establish the 
value inherent in stanza one and thereby involve them in activities to exemplify the 
value established. 

Here the question is : 

Why did the fairy release the fish ? 

Here the teacher helps the pupils to arrive at the correct answer through a few 
questions, such as • 

a. Where does a fish prefer to live ? 

b. Where do children like to play - in the classroom or in the playground ? 

Through this process, the value will be established. Here the value that the 
pupils learn is - 

There is pleasure in giving one freedom than to confine it in 
captivity. There is also pleasure in sharing and giving what wc 
possess to others. 

Activitj' 1 

Now, the teacher engages the pupils in activities to inculcate the values in the 
pupils. He/ she will draw a diagram on the blackboard. He/ she will make four columns 
giving a heading respectively to each.

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Now the teacher supplies certain itenas in ihe first column ;

Activity 2 

The students will now engage themselves in the activity, filling the three boxes 
choosing from the alternatives. 

After the first activity, the teacher will proceed to the next activity. The teacher 
asks the students to name some great personalities of the world who dedicated their 
lives for the benefit of others. For example Mother Teresa, Sister Nivedita, Florence 
Nightingale, Sir Abraham Lincoln, Swami Vivekananda, Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 
Mahatma Gandhi. 

Activity 3 

The teacher asks the students to close their eyes and the teacher again presents 
the poem by reading. He/ she asks the students to form their own mental picture of the 
song. Then the teacher asks them to illustrate the poem by drawing, painting or any 
other method. 

This approach may help students to cultivate their faculty of imagination and 
exhibit their skill of drawing by projecting their ideas into reality. 
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Area of Learning Difficulty - Reading (Prose) 

General objectives of reading comprehension 

Prose texts are usually used in English classes for several purpose 

1. To develop reading comprehension. 

2. Presenting new vocabulary items. 

3. To use the prose piece as a basis for turther language practice. 

4. To use the prose text to introduce a new structure, grammatical item and its 
usage. 

5. To develop the writing ability’ in the student which may be based on the 
lesson. 

6. To develop the skill of listening by the student. 

I 

7. To help the students in deducing meaning from the context. 

8. To help the students understand the writer’s tone or intention (Class IX & X). 

9. To help students locate information/ facts in the text and read between and 
beyond the lines. 

10. To help students read the portion properly aloud with correct pronunciation, 
with stress and pause. 

Specific Objective: 

The prose piece which we have selected is entitled ‘The House dog and the Wolf 
from Class VII text book of West Bengal Board. The specific objectives of the lesson 
arc listed below under two heads — 

a. Thematic aspect. 

b. Linguistic aspect 
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Thematic Aspects 

i. To help the students narrate the encounter between the wolf and the dog in 
their own words. 

ii. To help the students describe the wolf and the dog. 

iii. To make the students e.xplain the reason for the dog being healthy and the 
wolf, unhealthy. 

IV. To enable the students to give reasons why the wolf ultimately disagrees to 
accompany the dog. 

V. To help the students state the moral of the lesson. 

vi. To help the students to get introduced to an unfamiliar person i.e. by 

greeting or wishing. 

Linguistic aspects 

i To help the students use the following vocabulary items in his or her own 
sentences-half started, plump, sleek, spy, lot etc. 

II. To help the students pronounce difficult words as starvation, irregular, 
curiosity, shamefacedly etc. 

iii. To enable the students to turn the reporting speech into the reported speech. 
Teaching Learning Problems 

1. Teacher often himself / herself doesn’t read properly. 

2. Students are not sufficiently exposed to reading materials. 

3. Inability to read a written passage with normal speed with proper 
rhythm, stress, and intonation. 

4 Unable to scan the passage 

5. Adequate time is not given for read mg practice. 
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Strafcgj': 

The teacher plays a pivotal role in promoting interaction with the text in the 
following ways: 

1. Develop meaning of the text by eliciting a variety of answers from the 
students. 

2. By encouraging silent reading, so that the students can mentally process 
the information much more rapidly than speech. 

3. Linking the ideas of the preceding lessons with the present lesson to be 
read. 

4. Encourage students to offer a variety of answers that involve a great deal 
of inferencing. 

5. The teacher can also enact a drama in which a student plays the role of a 
master and the other of a servant, (thereby linking the dog, who is the 
servant of his master and does some specific duties for him in return for 
which he gets a prize). 

6. The teacher can also take up drilling for pronunciation practice. 

7. The teacher can also show picture cards highlighting the difficult words in 
the text. 

8 The teacher employs role-play to teach the students how to deliver a 
speech, converse among friends and properly modulate their sentences. 

Activity: 

Teaching prose can be a very interesting and stimulating activity for the 
students. The learners are to play an active role and the teachers are to help them with 
their language. 
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For introducing the theme of the lesson the teacher can give them an idea as lo 
what the topic is. A few guiding questions may be asked orally or written on the board 
Introduction of a lesson can be done using pictures and asking questions on tliem 
linking the lesson with the previous one and finally relating it to the learners’ 
experience. 

After reading the text, the teacher asks different kinds of questions, global 
local, inferential, factual etc. The questions should be short and simple. The studenb 
will provide brief answers. 

A question which is an inferential one may be supplied with clues and students 
may be asked to re-read the text. The question should be used not merely to lest but to 
lead them to an understanding of the text. 

The teacher will write some describing word on the blackboard from the icM 
and ask students to make sentences of their own describing their friends and 
acquaintances. 

The teacher can show charts with the difficult words denoting their various 
meanings with their numerous applications 

The teacher asks the students one by one to pick up cards denoting wild animals 
and domestic animals in order to differentiate them. For this activity the teacher needs 
to mi.\ up the cards together, the students would put them in different boxes. 

The teacher asks two boys to stand up and talk to each other about a simplf 
incident which happened yesterday. 
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The students can be asked to choose from alternatives the moral they have learnt. 
This activity would inculcate values in the students. It would help them arrive at the 
value from three stand points 

a. Value understanding 

b. Value discrimination 

c. Value judgement. 

It would help the students to leam discussing and good behaviour. 

Students also come to realize about the value of freedom, thereby distinguishing 
freedom and enslavement. 
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Reading Strategies 


We should know why we are reading and vary llic strategy accordingly. Having 
a reason for reading helps you to focus on what you need or want to understand. 

Use the following strategies : 

a. Skimming : reading a text quickly just to understand the main ideas. 

b. Scanning : having a specific point in mind and looking for it quickly in a 

text. 

c. Reading for detail : reading a whole text very carefully for specific 

information. 

Activity 

1. Reading a menu : 

Use the layout of a text to help understand what you arc reading. What features 
of the layout helped you to read the menu ? On what basis did you order your 
dinner ? 

2. Testing reading speed and comprehension ;

3. Try to read the same material in English that you would read in your own mother 
tongue. Use the same strategy for reading in English that you employed for 
reading in the mother tongue. 
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4 Read llic questions before you read the text So you will know what you arc 
looking for in the text. 

Be clear about your reason for reading. This will help you select 
your strategy. 

Prepare yourself for reading by 

a. Finding out the topic before you start. 

b. Looking at the layout. 

Don’t choose anything too difficult from an unseen passage. 

Read a lot. It helps you pick up new language. 

Experiment with new strategies for practising your reading in order 
to find the strategies you prefer.

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Strategy' 


The icachcr can employ ihc following strategies in the classroom to overcome 
the hurdles faced by the students in writing - 

1. Picture composition. (Using a powerful visual aid) 

2. Brainstonning (This can be done orally by asking tlie students at 
random on the topic selected for the writing task. Ideas relevant to 
the topic can be included in the writing activity 

3. Narrating orally and later on asking the students to write their own 
experiences. 

4. Pre-writing activities should be taken up before the writing task, 
(discussion and interaction). 

5. Students can be asked to write on any familiar topic or on a topi: 
linked with the text. The students will know certain words from the 
text and write themselves. 

Activity 1 

The teacher can ask the students to write a paragraph using visuals (in 
sequence). The teacher shows the picture one by one and then puts a few questions on 
them i.e in the story of the ‘Fox and the Crane” the teacher shows picture I to the 
students. He puts a few questions on the picture shown and initiates discussion through 
questions. 

Now the teacher shows picture 2 and in chronological order and follows the 
same process 
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Lastly, when the story is completed the teacher hangs all the pictures and asks 
the students to write the story within 50 words or within a specific word limit. Nc.xt, the 
teacher initiates interaction among the students by asking them the lesson that they 
have learnt from the story and also to supply a suitable title. 

Activity 2 

Generating ideas through brainstorming. 

The teacher will decide a familiar topic on the mental level of the students or 
linked with a particular lesson. First of all the teacher will divide the class in groups a, 
b, c, etc. and declare that he/ she would give credit to the group that would come up 
with new ideas. Every group leader, after discussion and interaction, will present the 
ideas. 


The teacher may also ask the students to come and write the points on the 
black - board. The teacher himself/ herself can also supply questions, c.g. in describing 
a rainy day, he can mention like drizzle, water logging etc. 

Through these activities, the students will be able to listen to each other and 
express their ideas orally In case of a particular topic, certain values may also be 
inculcated in children like hard work, team spirit, self help, etc 
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Area of Lctiniini^ Diff'icuUv - 


In order lo enable pupils use English language in spoken and written forms, ihc) 
must be rich in their choice of words. Normally, vocabulaiy enrichment takes place 
through the prose lessons. In each prose lesson, there is enough scope for vocabulaij 
extension A teacher may devote some time especially for vocabulary taking these from 

i 

the text and immediate environment or pupil’s world of experience. Vocabulary maybe ’ 
active or passive. The words that pupils use in day - to - day speech and writing arc 
‘active’. The teacher has to take special.care and use strategies to enrich the pupils’ 
stock of vocabulary. 

Objectives : 

Pupils learn new words by discovering these from their environmcni 
and the world of experience. 

Pupil makes new words by derivation, adding suffixes etc. 

Pupil uses words in sentences and speak as well as write. 

Pupil makes single word for a group of words / expression. 

Teaching ~ Learning Problems 

Teachers don’t have ideas how words can be analysed in their root 
form and the further word formation process. 

They do not exploit immediate environment and pupils’ world of 
experience for vocabulary enrichment.

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Teaching and learning of Vocabulary 

Aclivilics such as mini lectures, ranking activities, split information tasks 
role-plays and problem solving discussion are all a very useful means of vocabulary 
learning and enrichment Vocabulary learning goal can be effectively designed into 
many speaking activities.

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Area of learniug difficulty - Pronunciation 
Spelling and pronunciation in English language being very irregular poses a great threat 
to the L2 learners. This happens because in English language the sounds are more in 
number than the letters of alphabet. Even there are some sounds in English language for 
which these are no letters. As such this causes imbalance between spelling and 
pronunciation. The teacher of English language has to take special care to know the 
sounds of the English language, their mode of articulation and produce correct 
pronunciation to help pupils catch the sounds and pronunciation. Also, some letters are 
silent or not lettered in the word. 

Objectives: 

Help teachers to know the letter / letters that have different sounds. 
Pupils differentiate the various sounds produced by some letters. 

Help the pupils produce the correct sounds imitating the mode of 
articulation from the teacher. 

Pupil identifies these sounds in words. 

Pupil practices these sounds in their speech. 

Teaching Learning Problems: 

Sometimes teachers don’t have knowledge of sounds in English 
language and so mispronounce the words. 

They fall to understand how one letter/ letters produce different 
sounds. 

The learners confuse the sounds and mispronounce the words. 

They carry the sounds of letters from one word to another.
